HOW TO MEASURE 

YOUR ROOMS CORRECTLY 

The number of feet around the room multiplied by 
its height gives you the number of square feet in 
the walls. Then divide the total by 35, for the 
number of single roils required for walls. For 
every two openings in a room deduct a single roll. 

For ceiling multiply the length of room by the 
width and divide total by 35 for number of single 
rolls required. 

ALL PRICES REFER TO 

SINGLE ROLLS 

Our Wallpaper prices are always quoted by the 
single roll (35 square feet), and border by the 
single yard. They are put up in double rolls 
because the double length cuts to much better 
advantage. For instance, 5 strips may be cut 
fn»m a double roll for the average room, whereas 
2 full strips is all that can be cut from a single 
roll. Remember the double roll length when 
checking over your wallpaper order. What 
appears to be only 5 rolls is really 10 rolls of paper I 



BE SURE THAT YOU 
ORDER ENOUGH 

It is always wise to order a little more paper 
rather than run short and have the job delayed. 
Extra wallpaper is always convenient for patching, 
too. 

Sometimes later shipments of wallpaper differ 
slightly in shade in spite of the utmost precaution 
—another reason why you should make sure that 
you have plenty on hand to finish each room. 

POINTS TO REMEMBER 
ABOUT BORDERS 

In measuring for borders always allow two extra 
yards for cutting and matching and order accord- 
ingly, Borders are sold only by the single yard 
no matter how many printed on a yard Thereft m 
if the border costs 5 cents a yard and it tab 
yards to go around your room, the total cost will 
be $1.00. If this is a narrow border, four will 
be printed to each yard so that you actually 
receive 5 yards of paper, carrying -0 yards of 
border.

EMBOSSED PAPER 

Embossed and other heavy papers should not be rolled at 
the seams when hanging They must be trimmed at both 
edges and butted instead of overlapped to secure t 
necessary good finish. 



New walls that never have been papered should 
be treated with a thinf coat of size made as 
follows: soak 1 lb, ground glue in enough water 
to cover it for 12 hours, then add 12 quarts hot 
water, and a tablespoonful powdered alum. Use 
it while warm Acorn Sizing (due listed on 
Inside Back Cover, also in General Catalogue.) 

Before sizing walls, nil large cracks or holes with 
Acorn Patching Piaster (see Inside Back Cover, 
also General Catalogue), mixed to a paste with 
the size, and scraped smooth. Wash off kalsomim- 
or whitewash with warm water, If the walls are 
rough, smooth off projections with a piece of wood 
before sizing. Apply a thin coat of paste over the 
dry sizing, if walls are very rough. Let piste dry 
thoroughly before papering. 



To estimate the number of rolls required for 
ceilings of hallways multiply the length by the 
width in feet and divide by 35. This will give the 
number of single rolls required. One single roll 
of wallpaper covers 35 square feet.
